SUBJECT: Town Lake Trail Extension

A public hearing will be held at the regular meeting of the Parks and Recreation Board on
June 29, 1999, 6:30 p.m., 200 South Lamar Blvd., in the BoardRoom, on a grant
application for a proposed south Town Lake Trail extension.

The extension connects the trail from the Austin American-Statesman Building to east of
I.H. 35 by placing the trail on Town Lake itself. The trail extension is proposed to be a
12’ wide concrete structure supported by piers approximately 25 feet off the shoreline
with 3 public access points and private access points by permission only. Attached is a
drawing for your information.

The grant application is scheduled to go before the City Council on July 1, 1999.
